FOREIGN VIEWS OF THE CANAL. 

If Americans are saying little in anticipa- 
tion of developments following the opening 
of the canal, foreign comment {s not infre- 
quent, and is usually interesting. In a sum- 
mary of the report of a French commisgion 
appointed to inquire into the possibilities of 


| the canal, published in Tuesday's Trisune, 


the results predicted are “ the creation of a 
new traffic which will result in the economic 
conquest of the Pacifie and the exploitation 
of ‘the natural riches of the western part of 
the two American continents by the capital 
and industry of the eastern states of the 
union.“ 

Another opinion to this effect was recently 
given in London by Mr. William H. Avery, 
who for many years wag asseeiated with the 
late E. H. Harriman, though now manager 
of the Toyo a shipping cor- 
poration. In an in 


‘} Times, Mr. Avery, after giving it as his opin- 


ion that the American railroads would suffer 
by the opening of the canal during a period 
of about five years, but after that would 
reap benefit, went on to explain as follows: 

He pointed out,” says the Times, that 
at present the great majority of the emi- 
grants from Durope never get very far from 
the ports on the east coast, such as New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and 
New Orleans. They do not go far into the 


comparatively high, and partly because all 
the great centers of emigration are at pres- 
fut on the eastern coast. With the opening 
of the canal there is likely to be a great 
diversion of the emigrant traffic from u- 
rope to the western coast of North America.

HE Chicago Tuberculosis institute 
by has just issued bulletin No. 4. The 

subject is “ Instructions to Tubercu- 

losis Patients.” It is given to those 

who apply for itt. Mr. Minnick tells 
how to build a shelter for outdoor sleeping. 
A fairly intelligent man could take this 
description and build a shelter. to cost $10 to 
$20, but the article promises even more 
detailed information to these who apply at 
the N 10 South La Salle street. 

Dr. Cole, in discussing rest, advises rest 
in bed when the temperature is over 100, or 
there is considerable cough, or there is blood 
in the sputum, or there is rapid loss of

The baby 
should not sleep in the game room with a 
consumptive mother.

However, all legislative measures must be 
submitted, before they: become law, to the 
Danish crown, to determine whether they in- 
clude matters common to both Denrniark and 
the island. In that event Iceland may only 
decide in conjunction with the Danish par- 
Hament. ‘

caused a congestion ofelevated trafiie such 
as never has been seen so general in Chicago

plaints were heard from patrons whe ob- 
jected to the jams frequent at the transfer 
stations. 


Newness Causes Delay. 

The newness of the idea, which made it 
necessary for motormen to use inside tracks 
when they had been used te outside ones, 
te turn corners going in a new direction, and | 
to exercise great caution, caused a demorals 
ization of the time schedule in the early 
part of the day. 

Before night, however, the trains were run- 
ning with agreeable regularity, and those 
who had studied the new system were able 
te use the elevated lines comfortably and 
commend the new system. Confusion at first 
resulted at every station and the extra em- 
ployés stationed as announcers at the trans- 
fer stations were kept busy during the entire 
Gay enewering questions as fast as they 
: Pleasing to TL Agent. 

“Iam more than pleased with the result 
of the frst day's trial of the new system,”
